two books will have enormous promotions behind them. Boubleday advanced Frank J100,GQG, 
and Little, Brown contracted the iicKillon book in eight countries before he be.^an to write*

As you can see, I am saying I can do this all firot- person, fed with foreman's

I sued the departments of Justice and State, successfully, to get the records of the fey 
extradition hearing our government had confiscated in London, with the complicity of 
the British government* dnheard of, but fact* When BBC has a free crew hero, they plan 
at least one TV show on this.
